The meeting was schedul- 
ed at the school division 
office but had to be moved to 
the gymnasium of Sir Alex- 
ander McKenzie as there 
was not enough room forthe 
crowd at the office, The 
meeting was called following 
a protest by parents to have 
the school buses put back 
on for those living in-Mis- 
Sion Park and also for per- 
mission for their children 
to take their lunchtoschool, 

A brief was presented 
from the parents and a full 
and lively discussion foll- 
owed, 

The board then retired to 
the administration offices 
for a special meeting and 
the following decisions were 
made to become effective 
Jan, 8, 

1, All pupils in Grades 1 
to Vl inclusive who live 
either west of Highway 2 or 
north of the Sturgeon River, 
or both, will be provided bus 
service to school in the 
morning and from school at 
the close of the afternoon 
session, Pupils in Grades 
Vll to 1X inclusive will NOT 
be conveyed to or from 
school, 

2, All children in the 
above areas, whether con- 
veyed to school by bus or 
not, will be permitted to 
bring lunch to school, 

3, There will be no noon 
bus service for any pupils, 

As soon as possible, bus 
passes Will be issued to all 
eligible pupils included in 
No, 1 above, In the mean- 
time, no eligible pupil will 
be refused bus service, 

The Board is continuing 
to study the matter of pupil 
transportation and may alter

the above arrangements at 
a later date, 

It was further decided to 
prepare a referendum that 
will cover tranportation of 
all students over one mile 
from the school they attend, 
This will be put to the rate- 
payers if a by-election is 
held in the town of St, Albert 
on Jan, 31, This will give 
all ratepayers a chance to 
vote on the subject, 

The Separate School 
Board uses four school 
buses owned by C, W, Allan 
Two are 76 passenger buses 
and two are 54 passenger, 

The reason for the two 
large buses is that they 
can accommodate two clas- 
ses each for extra trips 
made by the students, thus 
in many cases saving asec- 
ond trip, 

Mr, Allan has informed 
the board that he is pre- 
pared to adjust for the 1968- 
69 his four-bus contract al- 
though it is signed for three 
years, 

Now, under the new re- 
vised system four buses are 
still used, Mr, Allan has cut 
back his contract price by 
$300 a month, This is his 
saving in drivers salaries 
and operating costs, there 
is no reduction in over head 
for the period Jan, 1 to June 
30. Present contract calls 
for a payment of $2,370 per 
month, A new contract will 
be negotiated during the 
summer holidays and Mr, 
Allan has said hewill reduce 
his fleet to two if the school 
board feels this is necessary

lhe first draft of the 1968 
budget was presented to 
council by secretary-treas- 
urer Jack Fleming atthe 
meeting of the St, Albert 
town council held on Jan, 8, 

The 1967 assessment was 
$15,239,000, The new budget 
was brought in using an es- 
timated assessment of 
$15,540,000, which is a nor- 
mal rise in the annual reve 
enue, The budget was pres- 
ented in such a way as to 
attempt to give a compare 
ison with the 1967 assess- 
ment and mill rate picture

The 1967 actual mill rate

J, M, Hrynew, principal, 
found himself alone at noon 
on Jan, 8 and 9 with 200 
students to supervise over

At the council meeting held on Jan, 8 the first draft 
of the 1968 budget was presented, and the municipal 
portion was discussed at some length, 

Excluding any demands made by schools, hospitals or 
health units, or capital expenditure from revenue it is 
proposed to retain the mill rate atthe same as last year, 
this rate should show a surplus at the year end of 


$19,925, 


A review of these proposals show that the engineer's 
department including water supply system will account 
for 36.6% of the town’s part of the proposed revenue, 
This amount of $357,220 is greater than any other two 
departments combined, and wheras general adminstrative 
expenses show a decrease of $10,000 over 1967 the eng- 
ineer’s department shows an increase of $20,000 over 
the same year, 10,000 of which is in sanitation and 
waste disposal, This appears very odd as the increase 
in housing and therefore the increase in garbage to be 


removed is negligible, 


Under the same engineer's department the water 
Supply system is anticipating a loss for the year of 


$26,745, which is not 


only 


10,000 more than last 


year but appears excessive on what is supposed to be 


a self supporting utility, 


In view of the fact that this department controls one 


third of the town's 


revenue, 


the services from this 


department should be of the highest order, and I am 
afraid that our snow removal, sanding, street main- 


tenance etc,, can not really be called, 


‘fof the highest 


order’’, Could it be that the residents are having an 
‘empire’? {mposed upon them”? 

In 1967 our health and social welfare cost to us Was 
$35,560 and preventive social services $4,040 for atotal 


of $35,600, 


This year the proposed amount for these 


two is $60,580 an increase of 58,70, Is this really 
necessary or have we another ‘‘empire’’,

Health Topic 


Preventing 
Blindness 


How's your eye-pres- 
sure? Not quite so familiar 
a term as blood-pressure, 
and neither is the disease 
which high eye-pressure 
causes, glaucoma, as well- 
known as it should be, Let's 
get g'd up! 

Many people who are blind 
have lost their sight because 
of glaucoma, Indeed, apart 
from cataracts (which are 
treatable) this disease heads 
the list of common causes 
of blindness, It is charace 
terized by arise of pressure 
in the eye due to an obstruc- 
tion to the flow of fluid at 
the corner of the eyeball, 
Increasing tension squeezes 
and finally kills the tiny 
nerves at the back of the 
eye which transmit the light 
messages to the brain, 

Unfortunately in its com- 
mon form glaucoma comes 
to notice only when so far 
advanced that sight is ser- 
jously and widely damaged, 
The insidious deterioration 
and loss of visual fields may 
take up to 20 years or more, 
In the early stages there are 
no symptoms at all but if 
the condition is detected be- 
fore loss of vision occurs, 
treatment (usually eye drops 
to open the drainage chan- 
nels) is effective in checking 
the progress of the disease, 

Though it can occur in 
teenagers, glaucomais most 
common after the age of 40, 
affecting one in every fifty 
above this age and with an 
even higher incidence in the 
older age groups, The first 
problem then is to identify 
among the middle aged popu- 
lation those persons with 
higher pressure thannormal 
These people need fuller in- 
vestigation by an ophthal- 
mologist to see if they have 
a true glaucoma, 

The test for eye pressure 
is exceedingly simple, A 
little local anaesthetic is 
dropped in the eye and after 
lying down an accurately 
calibrated small instrument 
held by the examiner is 
brought to touch the surface 
of the eye, Another method 
of screening is by charting 
the flelds of vision; hitherto 
this has been tedious and 
time consuming but a new 
technique just becoming 
available should enable the 
test to be completed in a 
minute or two, 

At the present time total 
population screening for 
glaucoma is considered im- 
practicable because op- 
hthalmologists are heavily 
burdened and only they can 
make a final diagnosis, In- 
vestigation of patients with 
suspect glaucoma would 
prove overwhelming to hos- 
pitals already working be- 
yond capacity, 

Ideally everyone over 40 
years of age should havea 
complete eye examination 
by an ophthalmologist every 
2 years, This would permit 
the early detection of most 
cases of chronic glaucoma, 
But if the glaucoma prog- 
resses, What symptoms lead 
to suspicion of its presence” 
Difficulty with side vision 
and with seeing in the dark, 
haloes around lights and dull 
aches above the eyes do not 
necessarily mean that there
